Father Goes To Death by 
Noose Protesting His

WALLA WALLA, Wash., Aug. 31. 
—Wallace C. Gaines was hanged at 
daw’n today in tho state p eniten­ 
tiary here for the murdsr of his 22- 
year-old daughter, Sylvia, in Seattle 
two 3'ears ago. 
Gaines went to his death p ro­ 
testing his innocence and unforgiv­ 
ing tow'ard those who had p rose­ 
cuted him. He walked unaided to 
the gallows. 
Frank Novak, p rison evangelist, 
who was closeted with Gaines for 
nine hours before the hanging, said 
he w'ould make a statement as soon 
as he had recovered from the or­ 
deal. 
In a final statement, made p ublic 
by his wife Gaines concluded: 
"1 do not fogive those who are 
the cause of taking an innocent 
man’s life, and know that they will 
be made to suffer for the unjust 
p unishment they have inflicted up on 
my family. They will p ay dearly for 
this outrage on earth and in the 
hereafter." 
The murder of Miss Gaines, a 
graduate of Smith 
College 
and 
daughter of Gaines by his first wife, 
now“ Mrs. L. E. Alaynard of Lynn- 
field, Atass., occurred here on the 
night of June 16, 1926. 
The girl disap p eared from her 
home about 8 o’clock that night 
and the next day her mutilated 
body was found on the shore of 
Green Lake. 
Tesrimony w'as offered at Gaines’ 
trial that hi.s daughter had been the 
fbjeci of his "strange, unnatural af­ 
fections," and that when she at­ 
temp ted to break the relationship , 
he killed her while he was drunk. 
Gaines’ p resent wife testified there 
was nothing unnatural in his affec­ 
tion for the girl. 
Gaines offered as an alibi, testi­ 
mony that he was with Mr. and 
Mrs, Louis Sterns, friends, at the 
time of the slaying.

The money is to be used to complete a road build- 
ing program begun some years ago. 
It is a fact 
that w‘e all are prone to underestimate any big un­ 
dertaking. 
If one starts in to build a house cost­ 
ing only a few thousand dollars, be he ever so care­ 
ful to get all of the figures together before he 
begins, he finds in the end that it has cost him 
several hundred dollars more than he anticipated. 
So with this road building, the state did not have 
money enough to complete the extensive and com­

7 5 million in bonds so as to com­

roads as long as this proposed amendment remains 
the law. 
It is the one hope of the farmer because if 
proposition No. 3 is defeated and the state forced 
to adopt the 
pay-as-you-go, 
or current revenue 
basis of road construction w’e fear the money will 
not accumulate fast enough to do much construc­ 
tive w'ork on side roads or farm-to-market roads 
as they are generally called. 
All these benefits will be secured without the 
payment of a dollar of property tax and with­ 
out increasing anyone's tax one penny. 
The gasoline tax and the automobile license tax 
pays the entire bill. 
If you don't owm an automo­ 
bile you don’t pay a cent of this 75 million bond 
issue: if you do ow*n an automobile you have to 
pay the tax on gasoline, and the license tax w’hetb- 
er you vote for or against the bonds. 
Then w’hy 
not have the roads and you enjoy them rather 
than vote against them and sit down and hope 
your grandchildren may enjoy them.

Direct Buying Affects Prod ucer 
■VV’alter P. Neff, edito r o f the Kan­ 
sas City Daily Dro vers’ Telegram, 
a paper devo ted to the interests o f 
live sto ck pro ducers and shippers, 
In an address this afterno o n to ld o f 
the way direct buying affects the 
ho g pro ducer. He said in part: 
“The ho g markets o f to day appear 
to be under the co ntro l o f the big 
packers, a co ntro l made po ssible by 
this system o f direct buying. 
“The little packing, o r butcher­ 
ing plants, ” he stated, “have no th­ 
ing to do with the establishment o f 
ho g values. Being small o perato rs 
they buy o n the o pen market and 
small are po werless to influence prices 
except as to increase co mpetitio n 
thro ugh a multitude o f small pur­ 
chases. 
Charges against direct buying as 
made by Mr. Neff in his talk in­ 
clude: 
1. The great pro po rtio n o f directs 
are received in Chicago and Kan­ 
sas City, the basic ho g markets that 
fix wo rld prices, and enable the big 
packers to co ntro l the markets. 
2. Usually there is but o ne bid o n 
ho gs that are bro ught at the tarm, 
therefo re by buying in the co untry 
many | the ptcker escapes co mpetitio n. 
3. In additio n to ho g buyers o n 
the o pen markets 
packers 
hire 
sco res, po ssibly hundreds o f men, 
to buy in the co untry. This tremen­ 
do us expense is taken o ut o f the 
market price o f ho gs to establish 
the price fo r the co untry, therefo re 
the farmer receives less fo r his 
ho gs by reaso n o f the added ex­ 
pense incident to direct buying. 
4. The best quality o f direct ho gs 
go to the packing ho uses, and the 
best ho gs o n the market are taken 
by o rder buyers.' When packers set 
a price o n the best ho gs o n the 
farm it is o n the basis o f the “pack­ 
er to p” o n the market, and the 
“packer to p” o n the market usually 
is fo r o rdinary ho gs. 
5. Direct* ho gs in packers* pens 
permit packers to kno ck do wn ho g 
prices as fast as o rder buyers but 
them up. 
6. Co untry buying is no t always 
based o n the market price as pro v­ 
en by different quo tatio ns o n the 
same class o f ho gs quo ted in dif­ 
ferent co ramunirtes. 
7. Ho g prices do no t fo llo w po rk 
prices. Ho gs always are highest in 
summer w’hen the sto cks o f pro vis­ 
io ns a» e greatest, and ho gs are al- 
V ays the lo west when sto cks o f pro ­ 
visio ns 
are 
smallest. 
Therefo re, 
ho gs fo llo w the wishes o f the men 
who make and sell pro visio ns. 
g. Direct ho gs co st the market 
{•rice o f ho gs $3 per head in the 
year o f 1927 while 36,000,000 ho gs 
were being slaughtered in the win­ 
ter packing seaso n.
